REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-24 and 32-34 are allowed based on the Board's decision: 

Wookey discloses information regarding the diagnostics of a device (FF 4) or "a spot 
alert" alert that informs a state of a device (e.g., that a particular value of a component has 
exceeded a threshold value) (FF 7). Wookey also discloses "a second type of alert" that uses 
trend analysis to identify and alert a user to device status such as reporting that the number of 
memory parity errors of a device is increasing (FF 8). The diagnostic information and the "spot 
alert" of Wookey inform a user of the particular status of a device and the "second type of alert" 
of Wookey reports ongoing trends in changes in status of the device. None of this information 
appears to cause the user to remember a scheduled event (i.e., reminder data). Therefore, the 
Examiner has not demonstrated and we do not find that any of this information of Wookey 
constitutes "reminder data" as recited.
